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EDUCATED DRIVERS ARE SAFE DRIVERS 


The number of American high schools offering driver 


feducation courses almost doubled durinj the pist school 
year. The students enrolled in this type of safety training 
almost trebled. 


Such revelations are gratifying to those of us con- 


cerned with safety, for it has long been an accepted fact 
that youths with instruction in safe driving are involved 
in about 60 per cent fewer traffic accidents than arc those 
without the training. 
Not only that, driver education 


courses tend to develop a safety consciousness in the pupil 
which is reflected in all other fields -where hazards occur. 
Jim learns to live safely in this modern, mechanized world 
by acquiring proper safety habits and attitudes. Hence, 
the growing acceptance of driver education as a necessary 
part of the secondary school curriculum is a. long stride 
toward the eventual total reduction of preventable losses 
in life, limb and property. 
; 
A tabulation of the records of states participating in 


the annual "Driver Education Award Program" of the 
Association of Casualty and Surety Companies gives a 
fair picture of the progress made during the past year. 
Thirty-eight states took part. In 25 states, where complete 
information was submitted for the awards, 3,055 secondary 
schools are now teaching driver education where only 
i.,751 had such course! the year before. 
Even better 


progr«M was made in student enrollment, with 223,230 
taking the training this year compared with 83,661 the 
year before. 


• 
But even with these strides, there still remains a great 


ideal more to be done. We must face the fact that we 
now have driver training courses in only about 15 per 
cent of the nation's 9€,000 high schools. Obviously, this 
is i long -way from the desirable goal of courses in all sec- 
ondary schools «nd all of the eligible students enrolled. 
Wketfc that goal is reached, k is certain the number of 
tragic automobile accidents on our streets and highways 
wffl fee appreciably lower than they are today—for a new 
crop of nafe, sane and courteous drivers -will be behind 
tit* wheel.

H-E-R-E A-N-D T-H-E-R-E 


Down in Tyrone where they 


have a soot problem they refer to 
the nuisance a.3 "air-borne dirt in 
the borough." 
Just 
like War- 
ren, Tyrone housewives have been 
complaining about the soot for a 
long time, but the officials seem to 
be trying to do something about it 
over there. Report of a survey, 
made by Dr. H. B. Charmbury and 
two assistants from State College, 
was submitted to the Tyrone coun- 
cil this week, by the chairman of 
the Tyrone Dirt and Smoke Com- 
mission. Dr. Ciia.rin.Qury reported 
that airborne dirt samples were 
collected July 29 from 40 locations 
in the borough. 
At the time of 


the test, the wind was from the 
north, northwest and had a vel- 
ocity of 3.1 miles an hour, the 
temperature was 85.7 degrees, and 
the humidity was 36 percent. Each 
dust sample was analyzed and the 
concentration of dirt calculated in 
number of particles in each cubic 
foot vof air. These, Dr. Charm- 
bury reported, ranged from 200,000 
to 9,500,000 in each cubic foot. 
The particles ranged In size from 
one to ten microns. Incidentally, 
a micron is approximately one 
twenty-five thousandth of an inch. 
Most of the particles were of 
smaller size. By plotting the dirt 
concentration on a map of the 
borough, Dr. Chambury determined 
the greatest concentrations to be 
in the south, end and in the north- 
east end of the borough. These 
areas he termed the "two dust- 
producing areas." 
He said the 


probable source of the dust In the 
southern area is the trams in the 
Pennsylvania Railroad yards. 
In 


the other area, he said, the dust 
probably comes from the trains on 
the Tyrone Branch of the PRR and 
from the stacks of the West Vir- 
ginia Pulp and Paper Co. mill.

BELOW LAST YEAR 


Harrisburg, 
Sept. 
15—(JP)— 


Highway accidents brought death 
to 799 persons in Pennsylvania 
during the first seven months of 
this year. 
This is still 6.1 per cent under 
the fatality rate for the same per- 
iod in 1947, the State Bureau of 
Highway Safety reported. The toll 
for the period last year was 851. 
The biggest drop in the seven- 


month period was in urban acci- 
dents which went down 11.8 per 
cent. The rate in rural sections 
declined only 1.8 per cent. 
In July, there were 131 persona 


killed compared with 140 a year 
ago. 
The decrease was due en- 
tirely to a drop in urban accidents. 
Those in rural sections went up 
3.4 per cent.

This Winter 


Corry induitriU plants, the Jour- 
nal «»ys,.h»v» been notified by the 
Pennsylvania G*a Company that 
gas shortages will prevail again 
this winter during extrema 
cold 
periods, it waa learned today. 
However, next Winter's natural 
gas aupply In this area will be 
larger than that of last year when 
plants were forced to curtail oper- 
ations for several weeks when the 
fuel shortage brought about a cur- 
tailment in supply. 


Wiilliam H. Locke, president of 
tho PGC at Warren Friday an- 
nounced th« utility has signed a 
contract with the New York State 
Natural Gas Corporation for deliv- 
ery of 5,000,000 cubic feet of fuel 
per day. 


However, Mr. Lock* pointed out 
that there u no assurance that the 
utility will be able to draw the full 
amount each day, depending upon 
the weather. 
One other factor which should 
alleviate the condition throughout 
the PGC system is the fact that 
storage fields have town enlarged 
somewhat during the past few 
months. Storage in the 
Warren 
area fields in 1947 was 680,000,000 
cubic feet and this year the com- 
pany has stored more than 1,000,- 
000,000- cubic feet.
